The shots were fired from 
barracks where a detachment 
of frontier guards is lodged. 

Hofmann was killed on the 
spot. Boehm, although severe. 
ly wounded, was not transport- 
ed to hospital until two hours 
later, 

In spite of an immediate oper- 
ation, Boehm succumbed shortly 
afterwards. 

According to Boehm’s account, 
the shots were fired without the 
slightest warning. 

Tense excitement prevails in 
the town of Eger, where the 
streets are patrolled by armed 
Czecho-Slovak National Guards.

Both parents had since died but 
friends who came into possession 
of the farmhouse kept Caron's 
seeret until his friend himself 
also died suddenly in 1987, when 
Caron was obliged to “move.” 

Thereupon he decided to sur 
render to the authorities. Caron 
is now 561 yeurs of age.

Accepted

Transport was opened. 

In a statement on behalf of 
the London Passenger ‘Trans- 
port Board, an ofliciat suid the 
cause was a wrong connection 
in the signal wiring, 

“The = signalling system 
the District Line consists of 
automatic and semi-automatic 
signals, all of which are con- 
trolled by track-circuits. The 
system is designed to ensure 
that no signal is operated — to 
the clear position whilst a (rain 
is standing on the section it: is 
intended to protect. The east- 
bound starting signal at Char- 
ing Cross failed to give this se- 
curity upon this occasion, The 
Board had made the closest in- 
vestigation into its failure and 
has ascertained that it was due 
to a wrong connection in the 
wiring of the signal. 

CLAIMS ADMITTED 

“This wrong connection in the 
wiring was made in the course of 
alterations to the installation at 
this point which were being ear- 
ricd out the previous night. ‘The 
check test required and provided 
following such work also failed. 
The faults were not in the system 
of signalling bul were in the way 
in which the signal was dealt 
with in the course of mainten- 
ance. The Board is tuking steps 
to tighten up procedure to pre- 
vent, as far as humanly possible, 
the repetition of such o fault.” 

The Board’s Solicitor intimated 
that the Board accepted ful] res- 
ponsibility for the uceident and 
all rensonable and proper claims 
arising from it would be met ina 
fair and adequate spirit.

In the first part of the lust een- 
tury, Lord Dundonald tnnounce- 
ed that he had dincovered a cer. 
tain poison gas for overcoming: 
enemies, which he offered to the 
British Government. This Wan sub- 
mitted toe government commit- 
tee for investigtition in 1847, 
While admitting the power of de- 
struetion of the gar as claimed by 
Lord Dundonald, they pointed out 
that, “onee employed this power 
could not be retained exclusive- 
ly by Great Britain,” and they 
considered, moreover, that “the 
adoption of the plan Would not 
accord with the feclings and 
Principles of — etvilised warfare.” 
Thus the idea of using poixon yuK 
wast early rejected by an enlight- 
ened government, both on ground 
of expediency and as a matter of 
principle. ‘ 


In the light of the above faet, 
M. Ry Royse’s thesis that ultili- 
tarianism or military interest will 
always be the predominating mo- 
tive of the belligerent in the em- 
Hoyment of weapons and methods 
of warfare, must be received with 
caution and quulification, (In his 
Acrinl Bombardment). The fact is 
that in war there are othar Prin- 
ciples to be taken into considera- 
tion, the violence of which not in- 
fretqwuently works aguinst the 
military interests of the violator. 
Tn 1915, Germany desperately re- 
sorted to poison gas and an une 
restricted. submarine Policy, with 
the consequence that it not only 
stiffened the resistance of her 
enemy, who retaliated in kind, but 
ulio hastened the neutral coun- 
tries tu throw in their lot with the 
Allies, The United States went to 
War appurently because of the 
German submarine policy. History 
might have been written dilferent- 
ly hind the United States remain- 
ed neutral throughout the War. 


The unprincipled belligerent 
usually finds to his discomfiture, 
and often too late, that he is 
brought face to face with retalia-

clvilised aims. In war, ag in poli- 
tics, It ts the means which Juatify 
the end, and not otherwise, War 
is bad enough not to need of its 
heing debased to the order of the 
jungle.

Truth Of. 
Society 


If we believe in sacrunents in 
any sense, we must eventually be- 
Neve that the whole of life is a 
snerament. If we regard the 
brend and wine of Holy Com- 
munion as having a religious 
significance for us, then we muat, 
unless we aré to belie our bellef, 
see that all bread is a sacrament, 
ond alt life sucramental.

He has been working for the Kow- 
loon Union Church since its in- 
ception almost, but he knew prac- 
tically nothing about the Cross. 
I told him as well as I could what 
it meant, and what the Man whom 
hie brothers nailed to it, meunt 
to me. Chang smiled nyain, slowly 
—that inscrutable smile which 
occasionally lights upon the faces 
of very young children—and then 
he said, “He must be a very good 
muster."

IT realised then as 
never before, the absalute historic 
necessity of the erucifixion of 
Jesus of Nazareth, 1 realised too 
its absolute personal neceasity to 
me, Jesus’ crucifixion was neces- 
xury to me—not just to save me 
from the punishment which x. re- 
lative morality calla upon what it 
cals my sins—not just to redeem

LANFENG — 
KEY TO WAR 
SITUATION 


Hankow, Yesterday. 

Evacuation of Hsuchowfu 
was officially confirmed in Chin- 
exe circles here to-day. 

In the official announcement 
it is pointed out that “since the 
Chinese aim is protracted hosti- 
lities, there was no point in de- 
fending Hsuchowfu at the cost 
of unnecessary sacrifice. 

“The Chinese Command there- 
fore ordered evacuation of the 
city on the night of Thursday, 
withdrawing the Chinese troops 
defending the city to undisclos- 
ed positions.” 

While the Chinese mili- 
tary authorities refuse to 
divulge details of the with- 
drawal, it is practically 
certain that the Chinese 
forces must have been with- 
drawn eastwards, since the 
areas north, south and 
west. of the Lunghai Rail- 
way are in Japanese hands. 
The widest speculation is be- 

ing aroused among observers 
here by the fact that the Chin- 
ese forces in the Hsuchowfu 
area were not withdrawn west- 
ward when the Lunghai Railway 
west of the city was threatened. 

_ ANXIOUS WATCHING 

Speculation has also been 
aroused by the fact that the 
Chinese Command shows prac- 
tically no anxiety concerning the 
Chinese forces at present trap- 
ped east of Hsuchowfu. 

Chinese circles here ure an- 
xiously .watching developments 
on the Hsuchow front during 
the next few days, in order to 
find out just what the Chinese 
forces east of ‘Hsuchow intend 
to do. 

The Japanese forces, after 
cutting the Lunghai Railway in 
the vicinity of Lashuang and 
Yifeng, east of Lanfeng, ara 
said to .be pushing westwards 
towards the city. 


KEY CITY 

Lanfeng is generally consider- 
ed to be the key. city in Honan 
on the ‘Lunghai Railway. If 
this important strategic position 

Kaifeng, which is the 

of Honan, cannot be 

held, it is thought in Chinese 
circles. 

The Chinese forces on the 
Lunghai Railway, it is con- 
sidered, would in this in- 
stance be compelled to fall 
back in the direction of 
Chengchow, about 50 miles 
wert of Kaifeng. 

The situation at: Lanfeng at 
one time was most critical, 
when one division of Japanese 
troops was used to attack the 
city, 

The timely arrival of Chin- 
ese reinforcements, and also a 
severe counter-attack by a 
strong detachment of Chinese 
troops, preceded by heavy tanks, 
saved the situation, according 
to Chinese reports. — Reuter.

were drowned. 

Tho sccond played a heroic part 
in the Battle of tho Falkland Is- 
lands in November, 1914; when 
after five hours severe fighting 
against odds she was finally sunk 
by order of her commander. of 
the crew of 764, 677 perished. 

The new “Gnelsenau” is 
metrea in length, 30 metres broad 
and has a displacement of 26,000 
tons, Her armament consists of 
nine 26-centimetre guns and 
twelve 15-centimetre guns.—Trans-
